As  many  of  you  know,  Tod  Carley  has  served  ISASC  in  so  many  ways 
that  one  hesitates  to  list  them  for  fear  of  leaving  something  out.  He 
has  secured  old,  out-of-print  scale  catalogs  and  reproduced  them  in  a 
most  professional  manner.  He  has  reproduced  back  issues  of  EQM .  He  has 
handled  the  printing  of  much  of  our  library  offerings  and  the  distribution 
of  everything  we  offer.  He  has  established  contact  with  sources  that 
provide  us  with  rare  books  and  documents.  He  has  maintained  meticulous 
records  of  all  we've  bought  and  sold,  in  what  numbers,  and  at  what  cost 
and  profit.  He  has  inventoried  and  stored  everything  on  our  library  list. 
And  beyond  all  that,  he  has  acted  for  years  as  our  resident  metrology 
authority,  conscientiously  answering  the  hundred-and-one  letters  we 

receive  every  year  inquiring  about  scales  of  every  make  and  description, 
inquiries  asking  that  scales  be  identified,  their  history  provided,  their 
value  assessed,  their  sale  promoted,  and  everything  in  between.
